ORANJESTAD - The Euro¬ 
pean market is very impor¬ 
tant to Aruba. This market 
has grown by 1.4% in visitors 
during 2010 and saw another 
increase of 13.2% during the 
first months of 2011. 

Last week a delegation of 
the Aruba Tourism Authority 
(ATA) executives, consisting 
of Ronella Tjin Asjoe-Croes, 
Sanju Luidens-Daryanani, 
CEO and CMO of ATA left 
for Europe. The main pur¬ 
pose of their trip was to meet 
with those in charge of pro¬ 
moting Aruba at the ATA Eu¬ 
rope office and their tourism 
partners in Europe. 

One of their objectives 
was to discuss the progress of 
the independization 
of the Office, revise 
the changes and 
plans of action for 
the remainder of 
2011, and to define 
the strategy for 2012 
in view of the budget 
which must be ready 
by September 2011. 

They took advan¬ 
tage of the opportu¬ 
nity to meet with 
different tour opera¬ 
tors, such as, 
TC/Neckermann, 

OAD, TUI, Kras, 

Thomas Cook and 


KLM. They also met with 
INDIE, a new publicity agent 
for Aruba to share ideas and 
discuss strategy and the 
modus operandi for Aruba. 
The PR agencies representing 
Aruba in Holland, England 
and Germany had an oppor¬ 
tunity to present their results 
for 2010 and their plans for 
the rest of this year along 
with their thoughts for 2012. 

In 2010 Europe repre¬ 
sented 8.5% of the total 
amount of visitors for Aruba. 
This amount breaks down 
into: Holland with 57%, Eng¬ 
land with 21%, Sweden with 
8%, Germany 5% and Italy 
with 4% which together rep¬ 
resent the total European 


market for Aruba. 

During the past ten years 
Aruba has experienced differ¬ 
ent changes in air service 
from Europe. Currently, 
Aruba is receiving different 
airline service such as KLM, 
Martinair and Arkelfy con¬ 
trary to KLM being the only 
service of the past. In addi¬ 
tion to these airlines, there are 
also a number of charters to 
Aruba from different destina¬ 
tions, like Sweden, England 
and from Italy. 

The availability of air 
service from Europe is an im¬ 
portant factor in the large 
amount of visitors coming 
from this area.

Vo & Ctohy, 
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Fears of more flight chaos as 
Iceland sees new eruption 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AFP) - 
Safety experts warned yester¬ 
day that ash from an erupting 
Icelandic volcano that closed 
the country’s airspace may 
blow across large swathes of 
western Europe, raising fears 
of new flight chaos. 

Air safety officials said ash 
from the Grimsvoetn eruption 
may reach north Scotland by 
tomorrow before sweeping 
across Britain to hit France and 
Spain two days later, as experts 
said the impact should not be 
as far-reaching as 2010 when a 
similar event caused wide¬ 
spread flight cancellations. 

Ash deposits were sprin¬ 
kled over the capital Reykjavik 
Sunday, some 400 kilometres 
(250 miles) to the west of the 
volcano which spewed a cloud 
about 20 kilometres into the 
sky. 

Residents living near to 
Grimsvoetn said the skies had

turned black in an eerie echo of 
last year’s eruption of the 
smaller Eyjafjoell volcano 
which led to the biggest global 
airspace shutdown since World 
War II. 

Rescue workers have been 
hard at work handing out 
masks and helping local farm¬ 
ers with their animals since 
Grimsvoetn, Iceland’s most ac¬ 
tive volcano located at the 
heart of its biggest glacier Vat- 
najoekull, began erupting late 
Saturday. 

Ash soon covered nearby 
villages and farms and by yes¬ 


terday morning invisible de¬ 
posits had reached the capital, 
prompting Iceland’s airport au¬ 
thority, Isavia, to announce the 
main airport Keflavik was 
shutting. 

The plume of smoke and 
ash meanwhile still reaches 
’’above the tropopause (the at¬ 
mospheric boundary between 
the troposphere and the strato¬ 
sphere) where most of weather 
happens, so there is still a dan¬ 
ger that the ash can travel,” 
Elin Jonasdottir, an aviation 
expert at the Meteorological 
Office, told AFR 


Princess Beatrice's wacky 
wedding hat sells for 
£81,100 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The flamboyant hat worn by 
Princess Beatrice at last 
month’s British royal wedding 
was sold yesterday for the 
princely sum of £81,100 
($131,652, 93,171 euros) on 
internet auction site eBay. 

Proceeds from the sale of 
the hat, designed by Irish 
milliner Philip Treacy, will be 
split between two charities: the 
United Nations Children’s 
Fund, UNICEF, and British 
charity Children in Crisis. 


The princess, the oldest 
daughter of Prince Andrew and 
a granddaughter of Queen 
Elizabeth II, provided one of 
the most memorable moments 
of a dramatic day when she 
stepped out in the eccentric 
headwear, likened to a giant 
pretzel. 

Other royal-watchers com¬ 
pared the creation to a toilet 
seat and it has inspired its own 
Facebook page, which has a 
following of more than 
143,000 people.

Lawyer: Strauss-Kahn will 
be cleared of sex crimes 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Fallen 
IMF chief Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn will plead not guilty and 
be cleared of attempting to 
rape a hotel chambermaid, his 
main lawyer said yesterday. 

The French politician re¬ 
mained holed up with an 
armed guard in a Broadway 
apartment while efforts were 
made to find him a more per¬ 
manent home to prepare his 
defense. 

A French minister said the 
country would be ready to sup¬ 
port any request for Strauss- 
Kahn to serve a prison sen¬ 
tence in his home country. But 
the wealthy socialist's top 
lawyer insisted there would be 
no guilty plea. 

Benjamin Brafman, who 
handled the child sex case 
against the late Michael Jack- 
son, told Israeli newspaper 
Haaretz he was confident that 
Strauss-Kahn would go free. 


"He'll plead not guilty and 
in the end he'll be acquitted,” 
Brafman said during a family 
visit to Israel. 

"Nothing is certain, but 
from what I've discerned in the 
investigation, he will be ac¬ 
quitted... He has impressed me 
very much. Despite the cir¬ 
cumstances, he's doing well.

SETAR’s Next Info Session is Crucial senate elections 



Tuesday 24th of May 


take place today, all eyes 
on cabinet majority 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — The 566 provincial 
councillors vote today to 
chose 75 members of the sen¬ 
ate, or upper house of parlia¬ 
ment, in what is set to be a 
very closely-run election. 

The 566 represent the 12 
provincial authorities and 
were themselves chosen in 
March. The anti-Islam PVV 
is set to take seats in the 
upper house for the first time. 

The minority cabinet 
made up of the VVD Liberals 
and Christian Democrats has 
an alliance with the anti- 
Islam PVV in the lower 
house of parliament, but the 
three parties may fall one seat 
short of an overall majority of 
38 seats. 

If the provincial deputies 


vote strictly along party lines, 
predictions give 37 of the 75 
Senate seats to a grouping 
comprising the pro-business, 
liberal VVD party, the Chris¬ 
tian Democratic Action 
(CDA) and the Party for 
Freedom (PVV) of contro¬ 
versial anti-Islam MP Geert 
Wilders. 

That is short of the majo¬ 
rity required to pass laws 
through the veto-wielding 
Senate — the first time since 
1918 that a Dutch govern¬ 
ment finds itself in this posi¬ 
tion. 

Without a Senate major¬ 
ity, the government would 
be forced on a case-by-case 
basis to seek support for its 
laws from opposition par¬ 
ties.

Fate of last smallpox virus 
stocks divides WHO 


GENEVA, Switzerland 
Health ministers are deeply di¬ 
vided over setting a date to de¬ 
stroy the world’s remaining 
known stocks of live smallpox 
virus, stored in Russia and the 
United States, diplomatic 
sources said on the weekend. 

The two powers say that 
more research is needed into 
safer vaccines against the 
deadly disease eradicated more 
than 30 years ago. They also 
seek guarantees that all stocks 
have been destroyed or trans¬ 
ferred to their two official 
repositories due to fears that 
the virus could be used as a bi¬ 
ological weapon. 

But their joint proposal to 
put off for 5 years any decision 
on the timing of destruction 
has run into opposition at the 
annual meeting of the World 
Health Organization (WHO) - 


- where the issue has already 
been on the agenda for the last 
25 years. 

"A lot of developing coun¬ 
tries would like to see the virus 
destroyed, first and foremost 
among them Iran," a diplo¬ 
matic source told Reuters. 

Iran is already at odds with 
the U.S. and other powers over 
its nuclear program. Tehran de¬ 
nies Western accusations that it 
is seeking a nuclear weapons 
capability, saying its atomic 
activities are aimed at generat¬ 
ing electricity only. 

Many countries say the 
world’s remaining smallpox 
virus stocks should be eradi¬ 
cated as the disease no longer 
exists and the virus is lethal. 
They also say technology e- 
xists to develop new vaccines 
and antivirals without needing 
to use live virus.

After Doomsday: How Humans Get 
Off Earth 


— Although "doomsday" is 
quite unlikely from one day to 
the next, a humanity-extermi¬ 
nating event could strike at any 
moment. It could happen sud¬ 
denly in the form of a giant, 
non-catalogued asteroid, or 
more slowly through the 
spread of a mutated or never- 
before-encountered monster 
virus. 

Rest assured, however, that 
doomsday will not be a fore¬ 
told supernatural event falling 
on a pre-selected, arbitrary 
date, such as Saturday’s 
Doomsday Facts and Fictions 
But should doomsday 
come, and the planet were to 
become uninhabitable, what 
might humanity do to survive? 

In the short term, with the 
end of days nigh, the outlook 
is bleak. Although the concept 
of a last-resort, fleeing-for-the- 
stars planetary evacuation has 
been given thought, it has not 
received any dedicated action. 

Gaining knowledge of how 
to preserve our civilization 


down the eons has been a 
lesser-cited rationale for fur¬ 
ther advancing human space- 
flight abilities. As theoretical 
physicist Stephen Hawking put 
it to Big Think last year, "our 
only chance of long-term sur¬ 
vival is not to remain inward¬ 
looking on planet Earth, but to 
spread out into space." 

That said, humankind has 
not yet developed the means to 
live off-Earth for more than a 
few months at a time without 
being resupplied with food and 
water. The space stations we 
have created — the Salyuts, 
Skylab, Mir and the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station (ISS), the 
only one currently aloft — are 
fragile things; without the alti¬ 
tude boosts that visiting space¬ 
craft give these stations, their 
orbits decay, and the habitats 
eventually burn up in Earth’s 
atmosphere (this was the fate 
of Skylab and Mir, with the lat¬ 
ter planned; the ISS gets a 
boost several times annually). 

Getting people to the ISS is 


costly and, therefore, rare. 
About 300 people (around 200 
of the same individuals) have 
visited it over its 14-year his¬ 
tory. The station is set up for a 
"permanent" crew of only six, 
who get swapped out after a 
few months on board. 

As such, the ISS would not 
serve well as a spaceborne 
"fallout shelter" above the 
apocalyptic fray below. "The 
space station is nothing ... a 
sinking life boat," said Thomas 
Heppenheimer, an associate 
fellow of the American Insti¬ 
tute of Aeronautics and Astro¬ 
nautics who has written books 
about space colonization and 
the space shuttle, among other 
topics. 

To guarantee humanity's 
off-world survival, new sorts 
of spacecraft pushing the tech¬ 
nological and engineering en¬ 
velope would be needed, and 
slapping them together in a 
pinch — especially if society 
were crumbling — seems like 
an extremely tall order 


Apple probes blast at Chinese plant 


SAN FRANCISCO, California 
- Apple Inc is investigating an 
explosion that killed two peo¬ 
ple, injured 16 and forced a 
production halt at a Foxconn 
Technology Group factory in 
China said to produce the po¬ 
pular iPad 2. 

Foxconn, whose flagship 
unit is Taiwan's Hon Hai Pre¬ 
cision Industries group and 
Apple's main manufacturing 
partner, said in a statement the 
explosion happened at about 7 
pm local time (1100 GMT) on 
May 20. 

"Production has been sus¬ 
pended at the site of the explo¬ 
sion until the completion of the 
investigation," Foxconn said in 
a statement. 

"The safety of our employ¬ 
ees is our highest priority and 
we will do whatever is re¬ 
quired to determine and ad¬ 


dress the cause of this tragic 
accident." 

It did not name the affected 
plant or say what it made, but 
China's official Xinhua News 
Agency said it was the Hong- 
fujin Precision Electronics 
plant in a high-tech industrial 
zone west of Chengdu, the 
capital of Sichuan province. 

Hon Hai spokesman Ed¬ 


mund Ding said the company 
is still evaluating losses. He 
could not say whether group 
founder and chairman Terry 
Gou had gone to the site. 

The explosion could affect 
the supply of iPads and in¬ 
vestors were watching closely. 
Apple spokesman Steve Dowl¬ 
ing said the company was as¬ 
sessing the situation.

Australia rules out total 
smoking ban 


Post-Partum Depression 
More Common in Abused 
Women 



SYDNEY, Australia (AFP) - 
Australia plans the world's 
toughest laws on tobacco pro¬ 
motion but Health Minister 
Nicola Roxon denied Sunday 
the government's ultimate goal 
was a complete ban on smok¬ 
ing. 

Under proposed legislation, 
due to take effect next year, all 
logos will be removed from 
cigarette packets, which must 
be a drab olive-green colour 
and be plastered with graphic 
health warnings. 

The big tobacco companies 
have vowed to fight the move 
in the courts. 


Anti-smoking ad¬ 
vocates were quoted in 
the media Sunday as 
saying a smoking ban 
could be a reality 
within 10 to 15 years, 
but Roxon said that 
was not part of her 
agenda. 

"No, I don't think it 
is," she told the Ten 
Network's "Meet the 
Press" programme 
when asked if a complete ban 
was where she was ultimately 
heading. 

"I think what is logical 
about it is if tobacco were a 
brand new product today, seek¬ 
ing to come on to the market, 
and we knew about tobacco 
what we know now, it would 
not be a legal product. 

"But the truth is that it has 
been a legal product for many, 
many years. "We're trying to 
make sure that we tackle the 
last remaining method that to¬ 
bacco companies use to market 
their products. 

"We know it is successful in 


marketing their products, be¬ 
cause we know that they are 
determined to stop it and they 
are very fearful about what it 
will do to their business. 

"We know it affects their 
profits. 

Mike Daube, president of 
the Australian Council on 
Smoking and Health, told the 
Melbourne Age newspaper 
public support for banning to¬ 
bacco was growing. 

"The way smoking trends 
are going, it's not unrealistic to 
think that we should see an end 
to the commercial sale of cig¬ 
arettes within 10 to 15 years," 
he said. 

Around 15,000 Australians 
die of smoking-related dis¬ 
eases every year, with tobacco 
use costing the country 
Aus$31.5 billion ($32.9 bil¬ 
lion) annually in healthcare 
and lost productivity. 

Smoking in prohibited in 
virtually all enclosed public 
places in Australia, such as 
pubs, restaurants and work¬ 
places. 


Experts Say Cholesterol 
Screenings Should Start 
in Childhood 


— All children should be 
screened for high cholesterol 
when they're 9 to 11 years old, 
according to new guidelines 
from the National Lipid Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The group also urges that 
children with a family history 
of premature cardiovascular 
disease or elevated cholesterol 


be screened for cholesterol 
with a simple blood test as 
early as age 2. 

"It's important that people 
know if a history of high cho¬ 
lesterol runs in their family," 
Dr. Patrick M. Moriarty, pro¬ 
fessor of medicine at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kansas Medical 
Center and an author of the 
guidelines, said in a news re¬ 
lease from the association. 
"Family discussions can lead 
to early diagnosis, which is 
critical because changes in 
diet and eating habits at a 
young age can help reduce the 
impact . . . later in life. Plus, 
treatment is more effective 
when started early, before 
cholesterol deposits in blood 
vessels become too ad¬ 
vanced." 

The recommendations are 


part of new guidelines for the 
screening, diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment of inherited high choles¬ 
terol, or familial 
hypercholesterolemia, a con¬ 
dition marked by high LDL 
cholesterol, the "bad" type of 
cholesterol that blocks arter¬ 
ies. The hereditary condition 
affects more than 600,000 
Americans, according to the 
association. 

"Some estimates suggest 
that only about 20 percent of 
patients with [familial hyper¬ 
cholesterolemia] are properly 
diagnosed, and, of those, less 
than half receive appropriate 
treatment," Moriarty said. 

"If we can get families 
talking, we hope to make a 
real difference in helping pa¬ 
tients get the care they need," 
Moriarty said.

— Women who suffer do¬ 
mestic abuse during or 
shortly before becoming 
pregnant have a fivefold in¬ 
creased risk of postpartum 
depression, researchers say. 

The findings suggest that 
intimate partner violence is 
a stronger predictor of post¬ 
partum depression than pre¬ 
natal depression, which is 
generally regarded as the 
most significant risk factor. 

The study of 210 women 
aged 18 and older in Los 
Angeles found that women 


who experienced domestic 
violence during pregnancy 
or within the 12 months 
prior to pregnancy were 5.4 
times more likely to suffer 
postpartum depression than 
those who hadn't suffered 
recent abuse. 

The researchers also 
found that women who ex¬ 
perienced prenatal depres¬ 
sion were 3.5 times more 
likely to have postpartum 
depression than those who 
didn't experience prenatal 
depression. 

These findings indicate 
that pregnant women should 
be screened for both prena¬ 
tal depression and intimate 
partner violence, said the re¬ 
searchers at the University 
of California, Los Angeles 
Center for Culture, Trauma 
and Mental Health Dispari¬ 
ties.

Swiss protest 
nuclear power 



DOETTINGEN, Switzerland 
(AFP) - About 20,000 people 
took part in an anti-nuclear 
demonstration in north 
Switzerland on Sunday ahead 
of a government decision on 
the future of atomic energy in 
the country. 

"At least 20,000” protest¬ 
ers joined the march near the 
town of Doettingen and the 
Beznau nuclear power plant, 
Switzerland's oldest, police 
and organisers said. 

"It's the biggest demonstra¬ 
tion in Switzerland against nu¬ 
clear power since the 


Fukushima acci¬ 
dent (in Japan)," 
spokeswoman for 
"Sortons du nu- 
claire" Maude 
Poirier told AFP. 
"These thousands 
of people who have 
come are sending a 
strong signal to the 
Swiss authorities. 
"This shows that 
we are not a minority, that it’s 
not only the Greens" calling 
for an end to nuclear power, 
she said. 

The group said protesters 
had also come from Germany, 
Austria and France. 

During the march, demon¬ 
strators held banners with slo¬ 
gans like: "No thanks to 
nuclear." 

The Swiss government is 
set to decide Wednesday 
whether to mothball the coun¬ 
try's five nuclear power 
plants.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — India’s biggest bank 
confirmed its plan earlier 
this week when Amsterdam 
Mayor Eberhard van der 
Laan was in India on an of¬ 
ficial visit. 

It is the first time an In¬ 
dian bank opens an office in 
the Netherlands, according 
to the mayor’s office. 

The bank will need at 
least a year to open its doors 


in the Dutch capital, which 
says it will do all it can to 
help the bank in the process. 

Based on prior experi¬ 
ences involving Japanese 
and Chinese banks, Amster¬ 
dam officials say banks are 
“the spin at the centre of the 
web”, in that they help at¬ 
tract more companies from 
their countries of origin. 

Amsterdam has been 


busy attracting Indian com¬ 
panies for several years 
now. 

Over the past five years, 
the number of Indian com¬ 
panies in the region around 
the capital has consequently 
quadrupled. 

In all, there are now 70 
Indian companies, many of 
them ICT firms, which to¬ 
gether provide 1,500 direct 
jobs. 


Belgian finance minister eyes 
IMF job 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- Belgian Finance Minister 
Didier Reynders on Sunday 
threw his hat into the ring for 
the top IMF job, while ac¬ 
knowledging that his French 
counterpart Christine La- 
garde was Europe's favourite. 

Asked by a journalist on 
public television RTBF 
whether he was interested in 
the post, Reynders replied: 
"But of course, these are the 
kind of jobs one could not re¬ 
fuse." "When, like me, you 
have sat around the table at 
the International Monetary 
Fund for 12 years, and have 
experience as finance minis¬ 
ter, of course it would be an 
interesting job, a job where 
one could have an impact on 
economics and politics," he 
said. 

But he acknowledged that 


Lagarde was currently con¬ 
sidered the front-runner by 
the European Union for the 
job, and that her candidacy 
also enjoyed important sup¬ 
port from Germany. 

An EU source said that 
Lagarde was "practically a 
shoo-in" despite being 
dogged by a French judicial 
probe into allegations of 
abuse of power.

When all the wedding 
guests had finally arrived in 
Aruba, Bharat hosted an offi¬ 
cial welcome party along the 
shore in Palm Beach, and he 
chose to have it catered by Taj 
Mahal restaurant, he was that 
impressed by their cuisine. 

If you like your Indian food 
authentic, or are looking for a 
new and unique dining experi¬ 
ence, an evening at Taj Mahal 
will deliver a memorable meal. 
A seemingly endless menu of¬ 
fers scores of choices for fish, 
chicken, lamb and vegetarian 
dishes that are “the real deal;” 
discover that Indian food goes 
way beyond curry! 

A taste-testing crew from 
THE MORNING NEWS 
chose a selection of their sin¬ 
gular starters and two main 
courses with saffron rice, 
served family style, which pro¬ 
vided a fine example of the 
versatility of their chef. 

Taj Mahal’s Tai Choice is a 
great way to start the meal and 
be initiated into the joys of In¬ 
dian cuisine, offering a diverse 
selection of traditional fa¬ 
vorites. It contains hearty por¬ 
tions of Pakoras, crispy 
vegetarian fritters, Aloo Tikki, 
potato cutlets, Chicken Tikka, 
tender chicken breast pieces 
seasoned just right, and shaped 
and seasoned ground lamb, 
charmingly dubbed “Sheik Ke¬ 
babs.” All is served on a bed of 
sliced onions and brought to 
your table on a sizzling platter, 
and you will want to dish those 
sauteed onions on to one of 
their tasty Indian breads called 
Naan, leaving behind not a sin¬ 
gle cmmb. Main dishes are ac¬ 
companied by a choice of rice, 
mixed vegetables rich with gar¬ 
lic, or Naan, plain, buttered, 
onion or garlic, and you will 
want to order an extra basket or 
two of this tasty delight, on 
which you can spoon your 
main course, as well. Poori is 
crispy fried naan, and most def¬ 
initely worth the extra two dol¬ 
lars to sample with your meal. 


Our group also added an ap¬ 
petizer of cmnchy Samosas, the 
Indian form of a potato knish, 
served with either cilantro or 
sweet and sour sauce. A platter 
of their Jhinga, large, crispy- 
fried shrimp in a delicate batter 
is ample enough to serve as a 
main course, though featured 
on their appetizer menu. 

As we mentioned, main 
courses are served family style, 
in beautiful little pots that sit 
upon a candle to keep them 
warm. Our group sampled the 
“Mutton Saagwala,” also 
known as “Lamb Shag” which 
is cooked in a thick sauce of 
yogurt and spinach, and the 
“Fish Hara Masala,” moist, 
tender chunks of fish in a rich 
sauce featuring cilantro as the 
main flavoring. This is offered 
in mild, medium and very 
spicy, we found the medium 
quite spicy enough for us; it left 
a tingle on the tongue. 

The family style service al¬ 
lows everyone at the table to 
sample a bit of this and that, 
and we heartily recommend 
you do, to truly appreciate this 
authentic bit of India in Aruba. 
Open for lunch and dinner, Taj 
Mahal sports a cozy and inti¬ 
mate air-conditioned dining 
room and a small outdoor ter¬ 
race for those that enjoy dining 
al fresco. They have an exotic 
dessert menu to match, but our 
group was too stuffed to par¬ 
take; there was even enough 
left to box up and provide a 
lunch next day for the lucky 
first person to get to it! 

Located behind the Royal 
Plaza Mall, across from 
Aruba’s Numismatic Museum, 
Taj Mahal offers a dining ex¬ 
perience that is truly out of the 
ordinary; they feature an excel¬ 
lent and tasty selection for veg¬ 
etarians too.

Theatre to stage 
WikiLeaks' Assange 
life story

SYDNEY (AFP) - WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange will 
have his life story immor¬ 
talised in a stage play in his 
home country of Australia, a 
report said Sunday. 

Rehearsals are due to start 
this week for "Stainless Steel 
Rat” by award-winning Mel¬ 
bourne playwright Ron El¬ 
isha, which will tell the story 
of a director making a film of 
Assange's life. 

Key players in the Wik¬ 


ileaks drama, including US 
President Barack Obama and 
the Swedish woman who has 
accused Assange of sexual 
misconduct, will be depicted, 
the Sun-Herald said. 

The newspaper called it the 
world's first ” wikiplay ”, open¬ 
ing in Sydney ahead of sev¬ 
eral Hollywood films which 
are reportedly in the pipeline. 

Director Wayne Harrison 
said it would be "quirky, 
funny and controversial”. 

"This is a compelling story 
of an Australian who is chang¬ 
ing the world right now. It 
can't wait. It has to be pro¬ 
duced as quickly as possible,” 
he said. 

Local actor Darren Weller 
will play Assange, head of the 
whistleblowing website that 
has published thousands of 
cables in which US diplomats 
give their often candid views 
on world leaders, to Washing¬ 
ton's acute embarrassment. 

It has also leaked countless 
secret documents about the 
wars in Afghanistan and Iraq. 


Apocalypse not: doomsday 
prediction falls flat 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
prophecy of the end of the 
world ended with a whimper, 
not a bang, Saturday as life 
went on as usual despite warn¬ 
ings of Judgment Day by a US 
preacher which provoked 
panic in some quarters and par¬ 
ties in others. 

Televangelist Harold 
Camping had insisted the so- 
called "Rapture” would begin 
with powerful earthquakes at 
6:00 pm local time in each of 
the world's regions, with wor¬ 
thy souls transported to 
heaven. 

According to the 89-year- 
old and his religious broadcast¬ 
ing network Family Radio, the 
not-so-good were to suffer hell 
on earth until October 21, 
when God pulls the plug on the 
planet once and for all. 

One of the first places to be 
hit, according to Camping, 
who first wrongly predicted 
the end of the world in 1994, 
would be New Zealand — but 
6:00 pm came and went with 
no earthquakes and little local 
media attention. 

Similarly in Europe and the 
United States, the deadline ar¬ 


rived with little 
fanfare, and even 
fewer people as¬ 
cending dramati¬ 
cally to heaven. 

Internet users, 
meanwhile, joked 
about creating a 
fake Rapture if 
Camping's predic¬ 
tion did not pan 
out. 

On Twitter, non¬ 
believers suggested 
laying out old

impression that 
someone had indeed been 
beamed up, or releasing inflat¬ 
able dolls into the sky. 

Suicide prevention hotlines 
meanwhile had been set up, ac¬ 
cording to the Washington 
Post, amid fears despondent 
Family Radio followers would 
be depressed if the apocalypse 
fails to materialize. 

In the United States, where 
Camping's evangelizing group 
is based, some people had quit 
their jobs and hit the road to 
urge others to repent before it 


was too late. 

In Australia, another early 
target of Camping's doomsday 
predictions, Christians greeted 
news of the end of the world 
with skepticism and humor be¬ 
fore the fateful hour passed 
without incident. 

In Vietnam, thousands of 
ethnic Hmong converged on 
northwestern Dien Bien 
province a few weeks ago after 
hearing broadcasts on Camp¬ 
ing's global religious broad¬ 
casting network that Jesus was 
coming on May 21.

Hopkins is oldest world 
boxing champion at 46

MONTREAL,Canada (AFP) 
- American ring veteran 
Bernard Hopkins has become 
the oldest major champion in 
boxing history at 46 years old 
by dethroning Jean Pascal for 
the World Boxing Council 
light heavyweight title. 

Hopkins came on strong in 
the middle rounds and hung 
on in the 12th against the 
hard-hitting Canadian Pascal 
to get the decision in front of 
a crowd of 17,750 at the Bell 
Centre arena. 

Hopkins won a unanimous 
decision against Pascal in an 



entertaining rematch of their 
December 18 draw in Quebec 
City, Canada. 

"I have always fought with 
heart and courage to get a guy 
out of there," Hopkins said. 
"You save the best for last. I 
want to go out a winner and 
not beat up, punch drunk and 
not broke." 

Hopkins (52-5-2) is 126 
days beyond his 46th birthday. 
He is 24 days older than US 
heavyweight legend George 
Foreman was when Foreman 
defended the International 
Boxing Federation crown 
against Germany’s Axel 
Schulz in 1995 with a split-de¬ 
cision victory. 

Foreman, then 45, became 
the oldest fighter to take a 
world title when he knocked 
out fellow American Michael 
Moorer 2:03 into the 10th 
round to claim the IBF and 
World Boxing Association 
heavyweight crowns on No¬ 
vember 5, 1994. 

Hopkins, of Philadelphia, 
started slow but managed to 
build up points by winning 
most of the middle rounds. He 
taunted Pascal by sticking out 
his tongue and doing pushups 
in the centre of the ring be¬ 
tween rounds. 

Hopkins landed more 


punches but Pascal had him in 
trouble on a couple of occa¬ 
sions but couldn't finish him 
off. 

Hopkins vowed to keep 
going for several more years. 

"I am going to fight until I 
am 50," he said. "I didn't feel 
like I am 46 but closer to 36. 

While they squabbled be¬ 
fore the fight and took liber¬ 
ties with each other during 
exchanges and after the round 
bells, Hopkins and Pascal 
spoke highly of each other 
once it was all over. 

"Pascal is tough and strong 
if this doesn't discourage him 
I don't see anyone beating this 
strong bull from Canada," 
Hopkins said. 

The 26-year-old Pascal, of 
Montreal, said he hopes to 
learn from this loss. 

"I did my best it was a 
close fight," he said. "Bernard 
has a good defence and a lot of 
tricks. He won the fight but I 
would like to have a rematch. 

Pascal said fighting Hop¬ 
kins twice had been important 
in the development of his ca¬ 
reer so far. 

"He's a great champion. 
These two fights will help take 
me to the next level. I learned 
a lot from Bernard and his 
style."

PARIS,France - Last year's beaten finalist Samantha Sto¬ 
sur and former world number one Jelena Jankovic led 
the way into the French Open second round on Sunday's 
low-key opening day. Eighth seed Stosur, the highest- 
seeded woman in action on the tournament's first day, 
defeated Czech Iveta Benesova 6-2, 6-3 to set up a clash 
with Romanian teenager Simona Halep, who she beat in 
last year's first round. 

Jankovic, beaten by Stosur in the semi-finals 12 months 
ago, overcame Ukrainian Alona Bondarenko 6-3, 6-1 and 
will now face Russia's Vera Dushevina.

PARIS,France - With top seed and five-time champion 
Nadal not on duty until Tuesday, seventh-seed David Fer¬ 
rer led the Spanish charge, ably supported by veteran 
Ruben Ramirez Hidalgo, Guillermo Garcia-Lopez, Pere 
Riba and Albert Montanes.Ferrer, the highest-ranked man 
on the wind-swept courts on Sunday, breezed past Fin¬ 
land's Jarkko Nieminen 6-3, 6-3, 6-1 to maintain his 
record of having never failed to get beyond the first 
round. The 29-year-old, who was runner-up to Nadal on 
clay at Monte Carlo and Barcelona this year, will tackle 
France's Julien Benneteau for a place in the last 32.

Hamilton returns 
tainted Olympic 
gold medal 

FOS ANGEFES, California 
(AFP) - Tyler Hamilton, who 
has accused seven-time former 
Tour de France winner Lance 
Armstrong of doping, on 
week-end handed back his 
2004 Olympic Games gold 
medal, the US anti-doping 
agency (US AD A) said. 

"As stated by the IOC, I can 
confirm that Tyler Hamilton 
has given his gold medal from 
the 2004 Athens Olympic 
Games to US AD A and that we 
will continue to work with the 
IOC and the USOC as appro¬ 
priate concerning the final im¬ 
plications of our overall 
investigation," said US AD A 
president Travis Tygart. 

Hamilton’s decision to re¬ 
turn his time-trial gold medal 
could prompt the IOC to hand 
the gold to Russia’s Russe Vi- 
atcheslav Ekimov, the silver 
medallist, who was a teammate 
of Hamilton and Armstrong at 
US Postal. 



FORT WORTH, Texas - South Korea's Charlie Wi fired a 
four-under par 66 Saturday to grab a one-shot lead after 
the third round of the US PGA Colonial after David Toms 
squandered a seven-shot lead to start the day. 

Wi seized the lead with a birdie and a bogey by Toms on 
the par-three 16th hole and finished 54 holes on 13-under 
par 197 with Toms staggering in with a 74 after setting a 
PGA 36-hole record with back-to-back 62s. 

The South Korean is seeking his first US tour triumph 
and his first of any kind since the 2006 Malaysian Open.

The 40-year-old Hamilton 
admitted on Thursday that he 
had doped during his career 
after years of denying the alle¬ 
gations. At the 2004 Olympics, 
he was accused of doping by 
blood transfusion but he was 
cleared due to a faulty testing 
procedure. 

A month later, he failed a 
drugs test at the Tour of Spain 
and was banned for two years. 

In 2009, Hamilton was 
banned for eight years after 
testing positive for an anabolic 
steroid inside a treatment being 
used to treat depression. 
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Poulter stuns Donald to win 
Match Play title 



CASARES, Spain (AFP) - Ian 
Poulter produced a battling dis¬ 
play to defeat Luke Donald 2 
and 1 in the final of the Volvo 
World Match Play Champi¬ 
onship here on Sunday. 

In a match opposing two 
Englishmen and European 
Ryder Cup stars, Poulter fell be¬ 
hind early and at times was 
clinging on grimly, but he fin¬ 
ished the stronger as Donald 
saw his normally reliable put¬ 
ting touch desert him. 

It was Poulter's 11th win on 
the European Tour and it will 


put him up to 15th in the 
world rankings ending a 
prolonged slump in his 
form. 

The defeat was a huge 
blow for Donald who 
would have become the 
world number one for the 
first time in his career, re¬ 
placing Lee Westwood, 
had he won. 

Donald started the 
final as a slight favourite having 
enjoyed a smoother and less tir¬ 
ing run into the final than Poul¬ 
ter and he was soon ahead as 
Poulter bogeyed the second. 

But it was back to level peg¬ 
ging two holes later after Don¬ 
ald's drive finished on rocks by 
the green and he was forced to 
take a penalty drop. 

Poulter then went one up at 
the fifth before Donald sank a 
25-footer at the next hole to re¬ 
store parity. 

After going round the turn 


level in what was a surprisingly 
scrappy contest, Donald again 
went one up at the 10th, but a 
couple of missed putts pre¬ 
vented him from breaking clear 
and the dogged Poulter made 
him pay by winning the 12th 
and 14th with birdies to take the 
lead. 

Donald's uncustomary prob¬ 
lems on the greens continued 
when he missed a four-footer at 
the 15th which would have put 
him level and with the confi¬ 
dence seeping out of his oppo¬ 
nent Poulter pounced to move 
two up with two to play at the 
next. 

The conclusion came at the 
par-three 17th where Poulter 
needed two putts from the edge 
of the green to par and win the 
title. 

He left his first effort way 
short, but then sunk a nervy six- 
footer for one of the biggest 
wins of his career. 


Vettel edges Hamilton in 
Spanish FI thriller 



BARCELONA,Spain (AFP) - 
Defending world champion 
Sebastian Vettel drove his Red 
Bull to a narrow and dramatic 
victory ahead of McLaren's 
Lewis Hamilton in the Spanish 
Grand Prix here on Sunday. 


The 23-year-old German 
used his natural speed and 
clever strategy to steal the lead 
after starting second behind 
team-mate Mark Webber, re¬ 
sisted all that 2008 champion 
Hamilton could throw at him 


in the closing stages of the 66- 
lap contest. 

After a thrilling duel, Vettel 
finished six-tenths of a second 
ahead of the 26-year-old 
Briton to reel off his fourth 
win in five races this season - 
his 13th career win - and ex¬ 
tend his lead in the drivers' 
world championship. 

It was the first time that a 
driver, who did not start from 
pole, had won the Spanish 
Grand Prix in 11 years. 

Hamilton came home sec¬ 
ond ahead of his McLaren 
team-mate and fellow-Eng- 
lishman Jenson Briton who 
finished third ahead of Web¬ 
ber, who had started from pole, 
and fifth-placed two-times 
champion Fernando Alonso.
